Install the modernized gates and 
the tragic light at the concourse. 


Council immediately found sev- 


eral objections to the scheme, and 
the matter was turned over to the 
P'->i:ce committee for consideration 
£ext month. J. Max Creswell, act- 
ing chairman of the committee, 
said no date for the meeting with 
Reading company officials had been 
set. 


Among the objectionable features 


were: The company asked for vir- 
tual control over the concourse; the 
co-ordination of the King street 
traffic light with the High street 
and future concourse lights was 
suggested; William Romich, of the 
Second ward, wanted to be sure 
that the new gates would be man- 
ually. not 'electrically, controlled; 
A!|Pr> TC T>?.viriVloicor nf tbo T 
ward, and Hatfield. suggested that 
cars leaving the parking lot behind 
stores on the south side of High 
street, between York and Hanover 
streets, exit through the concourse, 
rather than through the alley just 
norrh of the concourse. 


It was upon the advice of 


Wells, who said thst the PUC 
would consider only one inter- 
section at a time, that the mat- 
ter was tabled. 


What had been expected TO be- 


come a stormy issue in last night's 
council never materialized. Wells 
had been expected to seek a clari- 
fication of his" status as solicitor, 
since it had been rumored that Car- 
roll L. Rutter, a Democrat, would 
replace him. 


He did not press the matter be- 


fore council, however, and no men- 
tion of it was made from the floor. 


Two ordinances changing the zon- 


ing of Pottstown areas were passed, 
both on one reading only. 


The first vacated parts of two 


alleys and an unopened, but dedi- 
cated, section of Beech street, in 
an ll-acre tract in the Ninth ward 
purchased by the school board for 
the construction of a school build- 
ing and playground. 


Wells explained "there is 


quite a concentration of people 
in that ward, and there are no 
schools available for their chil- 
dren who must take a bns to 
other schools." 


He advised council to approve 


the ordinance, since the action was 
necessary if the school district were 
to have a complete tract upon 
which to build. He added that the' 
borough was protected in every way 
froai claims of nearby property 
owners who had executed full re- 
leases. 


A second ordinance changed the 


«ast side of Moser road, south of 
High street to a point near Sun- 
set Drive, from B-3 to C-2, which 
would allow the construction of a 
manufacturing establishment. 


It -'"^ explained that at a pub- 


lic hearing, held the past Dec. 19, 
no opposition to the change was 
forthcoming, and there was no 
opposition 'from the floor of council 
last night. 


Council also passed a resolution 


setting Jan. 23 at 7:30 p. m. as the 
time for a public Hearing on the 


proposal to change the zoning of 
the intersection of Charlotte and 
Prospect streets, from R-2 to C-l. 


This classification would permit 


service 
establishments, 
but 
not 


manufacturing businesses, to oper- 
ate, according to Horace ST. Seidel, 
of the Planning and Zoning commis- 
sion. 


Seidel 
explained 
that 
tbe 


development of homes in the 
neighborhood required the erec- 
tion of certain types of places 
of business, "so that the resi- 
dents won't have to run all the 
way into town everytime they 
want to go to the store." 


Davidheiser, asserting that he 


was not opposed to commercial es- 
tablishments as such, asked for as- 
surance that the borough would 
have control over the type of bus- 
inesses that were set up. 


Seidel advised him that the mat- 


ter would be discussed more thor- 
oue-hlv at the Jan. 23 meeting be- 
fore the Planning and Zoning com- 
mision. 


Near the end of the session Cres- 


well told the councilmen, ''I am dis- 
appointed that council gave free 
water service at their last regular 
meeting. 


"I am not opposed to the hospi- 


tals' receiving this service," he con- 
tinued, "but I believe the matter 
should be turned over to the special 
water committee. We can't give the 
| citizens efficient water service if 
we give individuals free supply. We 
need all the funds we can possibly 
receive for improvement of 
the 


water svstem." 


Wells backed up Creswell, and 


suggested that the committee 
meet to formulate a policy, so 
that "it would save the council 
members and administrative of- 
ficials embarassment." 


A meeting of the committee was 


held after the council meeting, and 
its recommendations will be pre- 
sented at the next regular meeting 
of council, Jan. 6, at 7:30 p. m. 


A proposal by Creswell that a 


sign be erected at High and Penn 
streets, directing passersby to the 
police station and comfort station 
facilities 
in 
borough 
hall, 
was 


turned over to the property com- 
mittee.

Nonetheless, because they have 


been warned so many times regarding 
this truly dread disease, -many people 
AixvTS i<i.i6 lu&ci thilt it lij fcir nioic iiooe— 
less than it actually is. Today, as" a 
matter of fact, the outlook is better than 
ever before, and the great amount of re- 
search now going on gives" promise that 
before too long even medical cure of 
cancer may be possible. 


Cancer cells develop from normal cells 


but they do not act like normal cells. 
They grow far more rapidly and in the 
process break all rules of tissue growth. 
Just what starts these outlaw cells off 
on their wild career is not yet known. 


It is thought, however, that certain 


yet undiscovered changes in cell chem- 
istry may be responsible. 


Being different from the normal tissue 


cells, cancer cells can possibly be destroy- 
ed by substances which will not injure 
normal tissues. Then, too, extracts from 
the various glands of internal secretion 
may, 
perhaps, prove useful in checking 


cancerous growths. 


Just recently, a report was made by 


Drs, Joseph C. Amersbach, of Nev York, 
and Leo G. Nutini. of Cincinnati, con- 
cerning the use of extracts made from 
animal organs in treating skin cancers. 
Thirty-three of 48 cancers regressed com- 
pletely, that is, they disappeared, and all 
but two of 15 others showed improvement/ 
although the course of treatment was not 
yet completed.

Keep Climbing to 
Ail-Time Record 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 29 (;B— 


Wholesale prices continued their 
steady climb during the week end- 
ing Dec. 20, shattering 
postwar 


records and edging closer to the all- 
time high of May, 1920, the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics reported today. 


Food prices, however, declined 


slightly in the same period, espec- 
ially for meats, eggs, fats and oils. 
This was offset 
somewhat, the 


bureau said, by higher figures for 
fresh fruits and vegetables. Prices 
of foods were 0.3 percent lowsr than

cent above a year ago. 


The wholesale price index 


covering about 900 commodities 
rose seven-tenths of 1 percent 
during- the week to come within 
three percent of the record level 
of May, 1920. The bureau point- 
ed out that increases in non- 
agricultural commodities more 
than offset the decline for the 
food group. 


The wholesale price index for 


the week was 162.5 percent of the 
1926 average. 


The new index is 2.1 percent above 


four weeks earlier, 16.2 percent above 
a year ago, 100.12 percent above the 
corresponding week of 1937, and 
74.17 percent above the December, 
1929, index. 


On the average, farra products 


were 4.4 percent higher than a 
month ago and 15.3 percent above 
a year ago. The weekly advance 
was 0.4 percent, caused chiefly by 
livestock advances. 


Large supplies of hogs, In the 


previous week, were reflected 
in lower prices of pork. Lamb 
prices also declined. Beef, veal 
and poultry increased. 


Led by sharp advances for crude 


petroleum and pebroleum products, 
average prices of all commodities 
other than farm products and foods 
jumped 1.3 percent to a level 38 
percent above the end of June 1946 
(when OPA controls were substan- 
tially eliminated) and 17.8 percent 
above a year ago. 


Simultaneously 
with the

study, the Agriculture department 
reported that the general level of 
farm prices jumped 5 percent be- 
tween mid-November and mid-De- 
cember to a record high of 301 per- 
cent of the 1909-14 average. At the 
same time it revealed prices paid by 
farmers for items they must buy 
for living and farm production also 
reached a new high mark.

Seifert, executvie 


secretary of the Pennsylvania 


that the study be made by the 
American Council of Education. 


Seifert. who is on the 15-mem- 


ber committee, said the 
recom- 


mendation will be presented to the 
executive committee of the General 
assembly's joint State government 
commission tomorrow. 


Other recommendations will in- 


clude: 


Selection of George A. Work, of 


the University of Chicago, nationally 
known educator, as director of the 
survey; completion of a preliminary 
survey by June 1, 194S, and final 
survey and recommendations by 
Oct. 15, 1948. 


Turning to the scope of the 


study, Seifert said the committee 
has agreed it should include the 
educational needs of those seeking 


college educations, how many are 
unable to gain admittance to existing 
institutions, and whether present 
facilities need expansion.
